Mow the Delicious Fraitis Running 
in Now York, 


Peaches, peaches, everywhere, ag we pen 
this paragraph --in the markets, at the street 
corners, la siowly drawn carta, followed by 
man and measure, at the grocers’, and on the 
brenkfast, dinner and tea table. We eat them 
in their natural and most delicious statc; 
and wé cat them In pies and puddings, in 
compotes aud in preserves. 1t would seem 
that every, man woman and child in the city 
must have an abuodant supply of this lus- 
cious fruit—se plenty and so cheap has 
it been. And yet this is one of the vears 
when, according to the predictions of croak- 
ers in early spring we were to have only 
“half acrop” of peaches! In some sections 
we are informed that growers ailow the 
public to enter their orchards and heip them- 
selves to the fruit, which would otherwise 
spoil befort it could be brought to market. 
Really, just for the novelty, we would like to 
sec a “full crep” of peaches! Our earliest 
peaches come from the South—from Virginia 
and North Carolino; then comes the rich and 
rop from Maryland and Delaware ; 
later still from New Jersey and New York. 
If this delicate fruit were iess perishable, it 
would be sent broadcast all over the country, 
and our New York markets would not be so 
overcrowded. But traveling is not beneficial 
to the soft and fragrant peach; it resents 
being touched by rough hands; and when, 
with benevolent intent, we send a basket to 
distant friends, we are chagrined to learn in 
what-a shocking condition they are received. 
So we must be content to cal as Many as we 
can Ourselves.

It is curious that the main jssue of this 
campaign should be the redemption of the 
Southern States from tyranny and for the 
restoration of their rights. Heretofore the issue 
has been the crucifixion of the South w en- 
force negro rights. Now, by a strong turp 
of the wheel it is sought to restore the 
Southern white man to his old equality, and 
level the black man dowa to the white 
man. 

In the drift of progress the Radicals have 
cared little for the means they used to en- 
force their policy. Negro emancipation and 
enfranchisemeat have been carried out in 
violation of constitutions and at the cost of 
Outrages upon States and individuals. 

We see now the reaction. They enslaved 
to free; they broke law to protect; they cru- 
cifled to advance equality; sthey enforced 
their theory of general righis by resort to the 
most objectionable powers of despotism. We 
now see the country turning against them. 
We see the good part of their own part, 
shocked at their abuses and the ruinous re- 
sult of their success clamoring to bring back 
the government to constitutional methods. 

War produced an unusual state of things. 
Even when these men were carrying out their 
measures of force and unconstitutionality, 
some of them were paying tribute to the 
creed they were antagoiizing. We findina 
very able speech of Carl Schurz in the United 
States Benate in support of the enforcement 
bill, the following emphatic expression of be- 
lief in the doctrine of State rights: 

I, too, am a friend and earnest alvocate of 
State rights, as far as State rights are the 
embodiment of true local self-government. 

Iam in favor of leaving to the States as 
large a scope of independent action as may 
be consistent with the safety of the Republic 
and the rights of the citizens. 

In fact, sir, in my Opinion, true local seif- 

government is the great fountain from which 
the popular mind draws its healthiest and 
most invigorating inspirations, It is not only 
a machinery of political action, but it is one 
of the most efficient agencies of social syste:n. 
There is nothing better calculated to make a 
man understand and protect his interests, 
nothing more inspiring and instructive to the 
heart and mind of man than 1! e independent 
management of his own affairs, upon his own 
responsibility ; and there is nothing more in- 
spiring and invigorating to a community of 
men, than free co-operation for common ends 
on a common responsibility in which the in- 
terest of each individual is involved. 
I am, therefore, strenuously opposed to al] 
unnecessary accumulation of powers in the 
hands of the General Government, and espe- 
cially t6 any undue centralization of admin- 
istrative functions. In my opinion, I say to 
my party friends, it would be well for us to 
bridle that tendency which we have so fre- 
quently had occasion to observe, to thrust the 
hand of the national Government into local 
affairs on every possible occasion, and even 
to disregard and throw aside the most funda- 
mental safeguards of popular rights for the 
correction of passing abuses.
